Once  again  it  is  my  duty  to  present  to  you 
the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions 
in  your  arear  during  the  year  1959,  arranged  in 
accordance  with  the  Welsh  Board  of  He a It  Circular 
1/60  (Wales), 

Mr,  Henry  Evans  took  up  his  duties  as  part-time 
Clerk  to  the  Rural  Council  in  January, 1959* 

There  were  no  other  staff  changes, 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  Registrar  General's  estimated  population  for 
the  district  continues  to  show  a decline  from  3,010  in 
1958  to  2,980  in  1959 . 

The  birth  rate  in  1959  was  16.44  per  1,000 
population  compared  with  11,96  in  1958,  In  the  rural 
areas  of  the  County  this  rate  was  15*86,  and  in  the  whole 
County  15.60*  In  England  and  Wales  16*5, 

There  was  one  still  birth,  being  2%  of  the 
live  births  compared  with  3*0%  in  the  rural  areas, 

2,9%  in  the  County  . There  were  6 illegitimate  births 
giving  a rate  of  12%  of  the  total  births  compared  with  2.7% 
in  1958,  In  the  rural  areas  this  rate  v©s  5.2%,  in  the 
whole  County  it  was  5.1%, 

There  was  X death  in  an  infant  undGr  1 year 
giving  a rate  of  20  per  1,000  live  births, compared  with  a 
rate  of  56  in  1958*  In  the  rural  areas  the  infant  mortality 
was  21  and  in  the  whole  County  17,  in  England  and  Wales 
the  rate  was  22, 

This  death  was  in  a premature  twin  baby  which 
died  at  2 days, 

There  were  40  deaths  from  all  causes  giving  a rate 
of  13,  42  per  1,000  population  compared  with  15,61  in  1958, 

Tn  the  rural  areas  the  rate  was  12,19,  in  the  County  13.04  and 
in  England  and  Wales  11.6, 

There  was  one  death  from  respiratory  tuberculosis, 

the  care  of  the  ac-ed  in  the  rural  district. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  National  Assistance 
Act, 1948,  Section  47,  which  deals  with  the  removal  of  poeple 
living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  w ho  are  not  taking 
proper  care  of  themselves  or  being  taken  care  of  by  others. 

In  this  connection  the  home  help  service  plays  a big  port  in 
caring  for  elderly  and  sick  people  in  their  own  homes,

Negotiations  were  continued  with  regard  to  the 
Comprehensive  Supply,  starting  at  Llanbrynmair  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  terms  of  agreement  with  the  Wynns toy  Estate 
were  approaching  the  final  stage. 

As  part  of  the  scheme  to  supply  the  rural  district  with 
piped  water,  Dcrwenlos  and  Llanwrin  were  supplied  with  water 
by  extension  of  mains  from  the  Machynlleth  Urban  District 
supply  and  the  work  of  extending  the  mainS  from  the  Machynlleth 
U.D.C.  to  -FeLingerrig  ,Penegoes  and  Forge .was  commenced. 

1959  was  0 dry  year  and  water  was  severely  rationed 
at  Penegoes,  ^emmaes,  Gwmlline  and  Llan,  The  Nat  ions  1 Fire  . 
ServicG  carried  water  to  Llanbrynmair,  and  Cemmaes  from  the 
Urban  Supply.  • • ' ' 

The  supply  for  Aberhosan  is  still  in  the  preliminary 
stage.  As  usual  samples  of  water  vary  in  their  bacteriological 
content  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  I960  will  see  the  commencement 
of  actual  physical  work  on  the  scheme  to  supply  most  of  the  rural 
district  with  an  adequate  and  pure  piped  water  supply, 

SANITATION. 


The  Council  own  no  public  sewerage  work  and  their 
Council  Houses  have  septic  tank  installation.

The  usual  series  of  injections  consists  of  three 
imjections  for  whooping  cough  at  3?  4,  nhd  5 months  abd  for 
D’iptheria  at  6 and  7 months.  A booster  dose  for  diptheria  is 
g.iven  at  5 years. 

jPortection  aganist  Poliomyelitis. 

Many  more  adults  to*  the  age  of  26  sought  this 
protection  against  poliomyelitis  than  in  1958.  In  the  younger  age 
group  the  demand  for  protection  continued  to  be  high.
